KUDOS TO CLARK

If trophies were given for service to the motorcycle sport, a great big loving 
cup would be on its way to the AMA’s new Director of Professional Racing, Tom 
Clark, the second Competition Congress, and the miscellaneous members, employees, 
and managers of the American Motorcycle Association. 

This newspaper has never failed to point out the shortcomings of our national 
association when they needed to be exposed, and so neither should we fail to give due 
praise to the AMA when its actions deserve commendation, as the recent develop- 
ments so richly do, 

In only one year as negotiator for the professional racers Tom Clark has almost 
singlehandly raised the professional riders’ total earnings fifty percent, Clark loves 
motorcycle racing, obviously, for his salary is not keyed to the benefits he brings 
the racers, He has improved the safety, the show, and the lot of motorcycle profes- 
sionals, We think he merits a resounding vote of confidence from the racers he 
represents, 

Our hat is off to all the attending delegates of the first and second AMA Com- 
petition Congress who have proved the observation of Winston Churchill that ‘Demo- 
cracy is inefficient and often unsatisfactory, but all other forms of government are 
worse.’ Next year the competition congressmen will come up for reelection, We 
strongly urge that most of the delegates be returned for another term, They have 
healed breaches in the AMA and put it firmly in the forefront of progress going into 
the 1970s, They have exeeded even our most optimistic expectations, And they serve 
their sport without complaint and without pay. Motorcycling owes them a debt of 
gratitude, However, the delegates who chose not to attend the congress should be re- 
placed next year by more dedicated motorcyclists, so that the congress will have the 
full benefit of counsel from all over the United States.

Members who have paid their two dollars to belong to this organization can take 
pride in its accomplishments, Americans who claim tobe motorcycle enthusiasts and 
who have not joined the AMA should certainly do so immediately, regardless of 
their other affiliations, Shortly, we hope, the membership fee will be raised to a 
more realistic figure (see ‘Design For The Future‘ next issue), For the present, 
the AMA card is the best bargain in motorcycling, and we can now say that with- 
out reservation.

For the past two years Lawwill has 
made rare appearances at Ascot, the 
track where he learned to race, After 
last Saturday there are probably many 
riders that hope he never comes back. 

Mert, who has now won the National 
and State Championship races at Ascot 
for the past two years, tuned up by knock- 
ing the six year old one lap mark out of 
the books. His 22:31 clocking was far 
faster than the old 22:44 set away back 
in ‘63. 


It was the fastest track ever prepared 
for the riders who have been going in 
circles since 1957. Five Experts and 
two Amateurs time trialed in the 22 
second bracket for another record. 

Joining Lawwill in the fast twenty 
two second bracket, an area that few

Advice And Warning From 
The Sports Committee 


Among schoolboys there is a popular game called liar’s poker, The rules are 
like those of any other poker game except that each player is expected to cheat in 
every possible way: stacked deck, double dealing, hidden cards, etc., etc. It is great 
fun and occasions much hilarity because everyone is doing the same things and knows 
that everyone else is too. Of course, even among children anyone who gets out of 
line in a serious poker game is subject to swift and severe penalties. 

Desert racing is not liar’s poker for the good reason that the huge majority of 
riders consider it to be a contest to see who can ride over a given course in the 
shortest time on any given day, And the huge majority want it to stay that way. A 
rider who takes a shorter or an easier route. is a cheater, whether or not he gets 
caught — he is destroying the meaning of the contest for the majority and turning the 
sport into a schoolboy game in which the winner is the man who is the slyest, the 
trickiest and the most calculating, 

The desert racing rules are few and simple: 

1. Except at European Scrambles, where practice at specified times is mandatory, a 
rider practicing on a course before or during the running of an event is subject to 
disqualification, 

2. The area from the starting line to the smoke bomb may be scouted before the 
starting time, The marked course begins atthe smoke bomb and may not be scout- 
ed before the starting time. Riders should pick up the course at the smoke bomb 
and remain on course thereafter, Any rider obviously off course is subject to 
disqualification. 

3, Any rider starting and leaving the line before the banner is dropped shall be dis- 
qualified. 

4, All riders must remain on course and approach checks from the proper direction. 

These rules mean that if you go out on Friday, Saturday, or even early Sunday 
and scout the course, you are a cheater, 

If you go out and hide near the smoke bomb before the banner drops, you are a 
cheater. 

If you “lose” or deface your tankcard to conceal the evidence of missed checks, 
you are a cheater, 

If you cut across a loop in the course because you know that there is no check 
there, you are a cheater. 

If the course turns sharply after the bomb and you start at an angle to intercept 
the course, by-passing the bomb, you are a cheater, Even though the sponsoring club 
makes a mistake in its layout or its placement of checks this does not justify any 
rider in ‘‘correcting’’ that mistake, 

If you take a shorter route than that traveled by the marked course, or a longer 
but easier route such asaroad, youare a cheater, You may get off the course to pass 
or to avoid dust so long as you are riding in the same direction, the same distance 
and the same type of terrain as is a rider who is on the course, In other words, 200 
yards off course could be perfectly fair if distance and terrain are the same, while 
10 yards off course would be cheating if you are ona road and the course is in the 
tules, 

If our sport is to survive as a real contest the minority of cheaters must be 
eliminated, There are four ways by which this can be done; 

1, Never mind what others may do, You ride by the rules and by the spirit of the 
contest, 

2, Let cheaters know what you think of them, You don’t have to be bigger than they 
are: tell them pleasantly but very, very firmly what they are doing to your sport, 
A cheater may be your friend during the week but he is not your friend on Sunday. 

3. Sponsoring clubs must be aware of the problem and must take every possible step 
both before and during the race to stop it and to report offenders. 

4. The Officers, Competition Committee and Board of Directors of District 37 are 
going to do everything possible to stamp this problem out, Those caught will be 
subject to more than a simple disqualification for the day, Brutal penalties will be 
assessed, If you are tempted to cheat, remember: you may be in jeopardy of losing 
your riding privileges for a period up to one year.

Dismal Conditions At Wisconsin And C

ELKHORN, WIS, and COPETOWN, ONT., 
Nov. 2, 1969 — The spectacular crowd 
response that accompanied the first two 
rounds of the international motocross 
series disappeared today at both Elk- 
horn, Wisconsin and Copetown, Ontario, 
the third and fourth rounds. ` 

At Copetown rains and cool weather 
created a thick fog that cut visibility to 
50 to 60 yards, spoiling the show for the 
spectators and causing impossible rid- 
ing conditions, The result was a turnout 
of no more than 2500 fans. In the mean- 
time, Elkhorn participants were experi- 
encing miserably cold weather after a 
wet Saturday. So poor were the condi- 
tions, only about a thousand spectators 
could be mustered a mere forty miles 
from Chicago. 

At Copetown, Huskies continued their 
winning streak with Chris Hammargren 
taking the overall win, followed by Arne 
Kring. Heiki Ylonen put up the best North 
American opposition, but a broken rear 
axle in the second moto lowered his 
overall position, CZ star Joel Robert 
won the first moto, followed by Husq- 
varna’s Hammargren and Kring, Fourth 
was his teammate Dave Bickers, then 
Greeves works rider Vic Allan, Husky 


mounted Heiki, and Canadian Ron Keys 
ona CZ, 

Hammargren moved toward his over- 
all win by taking a first in the second 
moto, Following were Bickers, Robert, 
Allan, Kring, Canadian Norm Richens 
(Gre), and Canadian Bob Fisher (Husky). 
Ylonen held fifth position until his un- 
fortunate mechanical failure three laps 
from the end, 

The final outcome was settled when 
Arne Kring led the last moto from start 
to finish, Following were Hammargren, 
Bickers, Allan, Ylone, Canadian Seppo 
Makinen (Husky), and Bob Fisher.

Habby, Aldana 
Win At Ascot TT

GARDENA, CAL, Oct. 31, 1969 — Dan 
Haaby and Dave Aldana teamed up to 
double-team the flock of Triumph riders 
for what may be a first time ever for 
BSA at the Ascot TT’s, Haaby and Al- 
dana each won their heat races in the 
Expert and Amateur divisions, Then 
Aldana pushed Haaby off the groove and 
nearly off the track to take the Trophy 
Dash win. They both came back in the 
finals to win the yellow and white plate 
Main Events, 

Haaby finally found his BSA running 
the way he likes them and took the Ex- 
pert final, He followed Gene Romero for 
many laps in third with Eddie Mulder 
way out in front. 

Dan finally appeared tired of following 
Gene and moved by and away midway in 
the final. From then on it was only a 
matter of time before he was to catch 
and pass Mulder who is noted for his 
early lap surges but not his late lap 
speed. 

Haaby took the lead as the two riders 
started the 13th lap, He won it going 
away on the final two rounds with Ro- 
mero all by himself in a distant third 
position, Eddie Wirth returned to action 
to come from the back and take fourth, 

‘The best heat race of the night was 
turned in by Mert Lawwill, the only H-D 
rider entered, Mert was off last but 
great riding and determination placed 
him first at the end of only four laps, 
Later in the pits Mert found serious 
engine problems and did not compete 
in the final, 

Aldana roared to a new Amateur heat 
race track record early in the evening 
and it was obvious that he was to have 
an easy time in the Main Event, He then 
capped off his record ride by winning the 
dash before leading the Amateur final 
from start to finish, 

Ascot has a new Novice TT point lead- 
er, Its John Hateley and his Montesa, 
John won the 250cc final for the fourth 
time in five weeks and took the point 
lead away from Tod Sloane, 

Hateley and his Montesa defeated a 
raft of Bultaco riders to win. Sloane was 
11th at the end of the first lap but again 
worked his way through the pack but 
could only climb to 4th before the race

Spend five minutes a week the right way 
and you can erase a lifetime of hard feelings.

The usual road rider is just an average guy or couple (married or not) that enjoys riding a 
motorcycle. They enjoy riding for about as many reasons as there are riders, for it is an 
individual thing and for many, it is their “Thing.” They may enjoy the open air, the scenery, 
the close relationship between man and motor, or the relaxation that one can experience riding 
a motorcycle that an automobile can not give you, but also the majority of them do have some 
things in common. One, of course, is their devotion to their hobby or avocation but another is 
their dislike for the title that they must assume every time that they climb on their bike to go 
down the street, to work, or out on the open road. 

“A Motorcyclist” can mean many things, depending upon who is saying it, and unfortunately 

when the majority of the general public says it it refers to something distasteful. Regardless of 
who you are, there have been times when you have lowered your voice or eyes when you told 
someone that you rode a motorcycle. We all know why we have this label and we know that we 
do not deserve it but we are at a loss as to what to do about it. It is incredible that 1% of the 
people can create such a lasting impression on “John Q,” but incredable or not it is a fact. So 
with the few working constantly against you, adding constantly to the unfavorable impressions, 
it soon becomes evident that if we, the 99%ers, are going to ever gain our righteous place in 
society we are going to have to work Harder to overcome the two strikes that we have against 
us. 
I realize that at times it seems hopeless as the legislators and the leaders seem inclined to join 
the 1%ers, in effect, and pitch curves at the normal, average road rider, but the answer isnot to 
give up and go out of your way to show your \comtempt: by annoying the public just because 
they do not understand. I find it just as rewarding to see the startled look on peoples faces 
when I go out of my way to be helpful or courteous. I would like to suggest that as a road rider 
you adopt an old moto, one that we have heard many times vefore. I'll revise it a little and say 
“Look for a good turn to do daily.” You will be surprised how many times you will find 
opportunities to perform some small favor or service that can have no other effect upon the 
public than make them stop and reconsider what they have always oelieved about “Those 
motorcycle riders”. I have tried this out and find it worth the effort and you will be surprised 
how little effort it takes. I am not setting myself up as anyone extra special but I would like to 
cite just a couple of examples of what I mean and how things worked out. 

On my way from work I noticed a disabled car with the two occupants standing looking 
under the hood with an obvious helpless attitude as I passed them. I slowed, geared down, 
turned around and went back to them and ask them if there was anything I could do to help. 
The surprised look on their faces as I offered to help was reward enough right there. They were 
broken down, and they ask if I could send back some help and J said I would do what I could 
and proceeded up the road to the nearest filling station where I pulled in and ask the attendent 
if he could send someone out—he couldn’t—on to the next with the same result, the third said 
they had two calls ahead of them and the fourth couldn’t leave his station. I did all this without 
ever getting off my bike or shutting down, but I worried that the stranded motorist would 
think that I had abandoned’ them, and so I tured around and went back to them (a distance 
of about a mile and a half) and experiencedthe situation and offered to take one of them toa 
telephone or one of the stations, but I explained that according to the law that they could not 
legally go with me because I did not have a helmet for them to wear. I don’t know how they 
felt about the “Helmet Law” before, but they quickly voiced their disapproval of a law that 
imposed such restrictions on people and especially since they had been out there for an hour or 
more already and not one car would even slow down to help them. All in all I spent maybe five 
minutes of my time and I know that I struck a blow at the “Helmet Law”, and made a hit for 
the motorcyclist. In future discussion I know of two people that will be inclined to be on our 
side. 


Another day—same road—coming home from work I passed two couples standing beside their 
car. They were obviously having tire touble as I could see the jack and another tire lying behind 
the car. I turned and went back. The people were well dressed and I was dressed in riding cloths 
and quick glances were exchanged between the women as I made the turn and pulled up behind 
them, shut down, and walked up to them and ask if I could help. It turned out that they had 
already changed the tire and were just letting the jack down, so I put the flat in the trunk for 
them, a chore that easily could have soiled the suits of the men. I was on my way in a couple 
of minutes with their smiles and genuine thanks. No big thing but there are four more people 
that know that all motorcyclists are not arrogant and thoughtless. 

Coming out of a nearby town one day I noticed some confusion up ahead and thought that 
there were some street repairsgsingon. So, watching the traffic in front, beside and behind me, I 
proceeded cautiously by the disruption and almost missed seeing what was causing the trouble. 
A man hauling a load of Junk had turned the corner and part of his load had fallen off onto the 
street and he was trying to drag it off the road but the motorists were making it very difficult, 
and blowing of their horns didn’t help the man any. As soon as possible I turned, went back 
and parked and went to his aid and only then did I notice that the man was struggling under 
another handicap, he had only one arm. In about three minutes we were able to clear the 
intersection and although we could not load the scrap back on his truck, he said that he could 
come back and get it as soon as he got his load off. Needless to say he was thankful, and as he 
observed, those pc »ple in the cars don’t have time for anyone else. 

Other times I have stopped to find that help was already on its way ur that the driver was just 
resting—sometimes they are consulting a map and I can help get them oriented and on their 
way. One time I only drove a block out of my way to lead a car full of confused ladies back 
onto their proper route. 

What I am trying to say is that you don’t have to be a super Eagle Scout to do your small part 
to overcome the unfavorable impression that we are saddled with. 

I have another suggestion and I will hasten to add that I have not done this myself because 
the opportunity has not presented itself under the right circumstances. I also know that I am 
going to get some disagreement on this, but for those of you that care to I want to suggest that 
the next time you are going on a road trip, whether it is with a group or by yourself, going to a 
nearby event, you plan ahead and allow enough time to go to church. I know that a lot of you 
ate going to say that you are not dressed for church, but I contend that most of the time you 
are dressed as neatly as possible and I have been to churches.nearby camping areas where the ° 
church has extended “come as you are” invitations to the campers, and we went and were 
warmly accepted. I know that it might prove a valuable lession to everyone involved if instead 
of roaring by and disrupting the services you coast in and spend an hour observing Sunday as it 
should be. Motorcyclistsare a friendly bunch and always making friends where ever they go and 
I can’t think of a better place to meet and make a bunch of new friends. It is unfortunate that 
most motorcycle events take place on Sunday, shortly after noon, so that we must eat on the 
toad in the morning and miss going to our local church, but we cando the next best thing and 
plan our trip so that we got a good portion of the ride behind us by 10:30 or 11:00 and stop so 
that you can observe your soul and still have your day of rest in the manner that you have 
chosen. Those of you that are road captains might seriously consider this in planning your next 
trip. The stop, just before lunch time, in a town on your route, will not inconvenience anyone. 

It is inconceivable to me that if we really wanted to we could not erase the blemish from our 
name. If only 50% of the 99%ers were to actively participate in a campaign of this sort it would 
pit 495 riders against 10 out of every 1,000 bikes on the highways and streets. 495 helping 
hands offered per week would amount to 25,740 such acts per year. Project this figure into the 
2,000,000 registered motorcycles in the U.S. today and we get 990,000 riders contributing five 
minutes of their time per week and performing 51,480,000 acts that would certainly go along 
way towards offsetting the damage that can be done by 20,000 outlaws. Wouldn’t it be nice to 
see the day when a motorcyclist would be welcomed instead of the signs that appear 
occasionally stating “No Motorcycles”. IT COULD BE DONE, and all for only five minutes per 
week.

A Pair Of Champions

Current World’s Speedway Champion Ivan Mauger and second plater Barry Briggs, 
both of Christchurch, New Zealand have put on racing exhibitions at Costa Mesa, 
Cal. for the last two weeks that had standing room only crowds limp with excitement. 
They traveled north to Santa Barbara and did the same. The Exciters from the Shaky 
Isle have different reputations. Briggs is known as Mr. Nice Guy while Mauger has 
has been accused of being stand-offish and cool. We talked to both of them and found 
them equally eager to give their views and opinions of speedway racing in Europe, the 


Down Under countries and the United States. 


Both of the super-stars are family 
men, Ivan and Raye Mauger have two 
girls and a boy and Barry and Junie 
have two boys. They travel so much 
that both of them say their leisure time 
is spent in doing things with their fami- 
lies, Ivan and his wife are avid water 
skiiers and hope to fit a little skiing 
in their busy schedule before they go 
back to New Zealand November 11th, 
Barry says he is mainly a sports fan, 
He favors football, soccer to us, and 
wants to send his two boys to a sports 
college. He explained that a sports 
college is one which emphasizes sports 
“more than just kicking a ball around 
for an hour or so”, 

Both men say they will support their 
son or sons if they want to race as a 
career but will not particularly encour- 
age it. Briggs has a miniature race track 
in his backyard and his two boys are 
progressing nicely, learning to scoot a 
Honda 50 around the tiny course, ‘‘They 
will be well versed in the fundamentals 
of the sport should they decide to make 
a go of it,” said Briggs. 

The men say they travel from 25 to 
50 thousand miles a season, They race 
on different kinds of tracks in front of 
varied audiences. Briggs said the Eng- 
lish are the most team conscious and of- 
ten travel to other cities to follow their 
favorites but he and Mauger both empha- 
sized the enthusiasm of the Poles, ‘It’s 
a great place to ride, if you happen to 
be Polish,” said Mauger.

Two major sandwashes are connected 
with some loose corners, a fast straight 
section and a cobby hill, It gets pretty 
hard if it isn’t torn up by atractor peri- 
odically but otherwise the new layout at 
Bay Mare is great, 

Dean York on a 125cc Sachs, like the 
course even if he did do an endo in the 
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sand, He nearly lapped the field in the 
first division of 125cc Juniors the first 
time out, His endo in the second moto 
put him almost a lap down but a strong 
machine and a determined rider garner- 
ed second before the race was over. 
With the top 12 of each division com- 
bined, York still won easily in his third 
try. T, Miles took a couple of secondsin 
the other 125cc division and also a sec- 
ond behind York in the main moto, 

Gene Cannady took all three 125 Sen- 
ior motos with such ease you might 
think he was out for a Sunday afternoon 
of cowtrailing. 

The first 250cc Novice race was a 






muddy spectacle at the uphill start, 
Division one took a beating when com- 
bined with Division two for the third 
moto, D, Stewart took his Bultaco in for 
two wins plus a third win in the run-off, 
Giving him trouble constantly was J, 
Ferris on a Yamaha. 


The 250cc Seniors were dominated by 


Jim Dawson and D, Camp, They finished 
in that order in all three races, Bob 
Maynard on a CZ kept pushing them to 
make a real interesting battle. 

The 500cc Juniors were without Bob 
Steffan who has whipped that class for 
the last time. He just made Expert and 
so everyone moved up a notch, B, Payne, 
a student of Steffan’s, powered his Maico 
in to two first giving him first overall, 
Dave Smead, on a strong 405cc Husky 
rode just good enough to slide into sec- 
ond overall, Winning the one race that 
Payne didn’t was T, Bilton, 

The 500cc Senior race was the most 
exciting show at Bay Mare in some time, 
Bob Steffan riding for the first time as 
an Expert led the old Husky Maestro 





Track surfaces vary widely, Mauger 
said the grass and sand tracks can occas- 
ionaly be very rough. ‘‘We don’t complain 
though, We figure we are getting good 
money to ride there and besides, we learn 
from it, If you can go fast on a bumpy 
track, you’ll be that much faster when 
you race on a smooth surface,’ 

The New Zealanders were hesitant to 
talk money matters but both said they 
could live comfortably on the racing in- 
come, Both are involved in business but 
give most of their time to racing.

Briggs is 34 and still has goals to 
shoot for. AMA flat-tracking 1n the U.S, 
is one. He’s looking forward to riding 
in the Astrodome next year, ‘‘Bugsy 
(Dick Mann), Bart Markel, and Skip Van 
Leeuwen are helping me an awful lot. 
You know, it’s funny, here I am trying 
to win their money, so to speak, and 
they’re helping me in every way they 
can, I’m very grateful,’’ Briggs con- 
cluded. 

The help is being reciprocated, The 
two Kiwis are helpingi our Speedway 
riders. They were both full of praise for 
the progress our men had made during 
the past year. Mauger said, ‘‘Frankly 
your riders had pre-war styles when we 
came here for the first time. They show 
a terrific improvement though’, He 
singled out what he called keeness, 
“The Americans are so keen, You go to 
tell them something new and they are so 
keen to learn. You know, we have 
schools in England for this sort of 
thing and the attitudes are not quite the 
same,’’ . 

Briggs emphasized attitude also. He 
said at least a half dozen riders have 
outstanding abilities but some of them 
have the extra will to win, ‘‘Two riders 
can have the same ability but the one 
with the right attitude will be a consist- 
ent winner,” 

Neither wanted to be specific and point 
out riders by name for fear of leaving 
someone out, 

Briggs said the Americans are doing 
particularly well at Costa Mesa but are 
falling into a set style because there is 
only one track torun on. “That showed 
when they had to ride in Santa Bar- 
bara,’? He went on to explain: ‘‘A small 
track is not a bad place to learn though, 
you simply have to open up a bit to ride 
on a bigger track.” 

Both men expressed the hope that 
Americans would have more places to 
ride next year and that speedway would 
become even a bigger attraction, We 
hope so too and want to thank Ivan Mau- 
ger, Barry Briggs, Jim Airey and Bert 
Harkins for their part in drawing fans 
to Costa Mesa and Santa Barbara,
